Chi.-N'ville-Arl.Hts is projected to have 78,183 new job 
openings annually. Considering your strength on the HiSET, 
you now qualify for many jobs in the region. 

Pay attention to the jobs in bold; those are a good fit for 
you based on your HiSET scores and also have a high 
number of job openings in your area. The jobs towards the 
top of the list pay the most. 

For example, you show potential for the job of Police and 
Sheriffs Patrol Officers, which pays relatively well: $37.31 
per hour on average. As the graph shows, Chi.-N'ville- 
Arl.Hts projects 450 new jobs per year in this profession. 

Of course, if you continue with your education, you are 
likely to make more money. As you will see below, people 
with your level of education in the Chi.-N'ville-Arl.Hts area 
make about $33,500 a year. However, those who earn a 
community college degree make approximately $55,500 - 
and those who earn a four-year degree make close to 
$72,000 a year.

On average, City Colleges of 
Chicago-Kennedy-King College costs more for students to attend than 
City Colleges of Chicago-Richard J. Daley College.
